The only additional point wo can refer 
to to-day is that of cotton. On tho com- 
mencement of tho American rebellion to 
all know how England suffered by having 
to close hor manufactories from the want 
of cotton. That pressure, though almost 
ruinous at tho timo, has produced a good 
effect ; for it will be seen we are not in 
future likely to be dependent upon the 
Southern States for our principal supply 
of th 3 raw material, an advantugo it is 
difficult to appreciate at present. Since 
1SG1, the year in which tho rebellion com- 
menced, it will bo observed last year was 
the first that the American supply exceed- 
ed that from our own possessions in British 
India, a fact ns creditable to our national 
energy and enterprise as wo imagine it ii 
new to most people It was a clangorous 
policy to be dependent on anyone country 
for the main supply of our manufactories, 
especially when that country could any 
day become hostile ; and it was au equally 
wise policy to sock its production iu our 
owe possessions, where it could be culti- 
vated with security. With such an ad- 
vantage we do not bco how any limitation 
can be put to our future commercial supe- 
riority, or how with so great an accom- 
plishment (the work of a fow yoars) Eng- 
land can be supposed to bo falling behind 
the standard of pre-eminence she has so 
so long liiiiiiituined in this rospect. The 
following table of cotton imports speaks 
for itself ;

Colouring a Meerschaum. — There are 
many pcrsous who devote great attention 
to their pipes, rubbing thera down, and 
clothing them with morocco as carefully as 
otbors do a Derby or St. Leger favorite. 
The following, if tne, ia more likely to 
tako the shiuo out of pipes than put it on 
them : 

"Mr Bayard Taylor has been visiting 
Rulila, in Germnny, a place remarkable 
for the manufacture of meerschaums. Mr 
Taylor gives the figures showing tbe num- 
ber made, etc., and adds : You will sco 
from these figures that 011I7 one meer- 
schaum in ten is genuine. Nino smokers 
out of ten, therefore, will strain their 
cheeks and trouble their souls in desper- 
ate efforts to obtain a colour which, alus 1 
thoy can never get. They may obtain 
beautiful brown or chocolate hues, and 
rejoice over them, but it will not be liko 
the song of thu finch, the realization of an 
established ideal, I have heard a hundred 
theories in regard to the colouring of 
meerschaum, It should be smoked in a 
case — without a case — never touched 
V th the hand — rubbed with tho hand — 
slowly, nt internals — always kept burning 
— in a still room — out of doors ; in short, 
there is no end lo tho instructions. Now 
either the pipe is the servant and friend 
of the man, or the man is the Blave of tbo 
pipe, and the former relation seems to bo 
preferable. Life is too short and too 
valtiablo to devote to a half-inch of colour, 
which only a few persons can appreciate. 
So I asked the manufacturers, who ought 
to know best, how a pipe could bo more 
easily aud successfully coloured, and I 
give their answer for the benefit of ninny

HUTetfiilerenee, said they,' 'provided the 
bowl is not touched by lliu buad while it 
is warm. As a general thing, it is better 
not to smoke a new bowl to tho bottom. 
The colour is surer to be fine when not 
produced too rapidly ; hut the main thing 
is that tho meerschaum should cool with- 
out being tutiched. This is tho only use 
of smoking with the bowl in the case ; 
exposure to the air does no injury."

Whatever tho sum to be 
agreed upon, the local success of the new 
Dominion Loan would seem to show that 
it will not be difficult for Canada lo pny a 
fair indemnity, without a further guaran- 
tee from this couutry. The Canadians 
will thus obtain a Yust territory abound- 
ing with pasture, and largely available 
for grain cultivation, while it also pos- 
sesses 1,400 milos of lake and river navi- 
gation running cast and west ; and the 
company, on their part, will be able to 
reduce their capital by tho amount of tho 
indemnity, and coutiuuo their fur trade, 
which the last report nnd the present 
advices show to bo by uo means so dull 
as has been stated.
